When Senator Lodge stated In the
Chicago convention the other day that
President Roosevelt was the most |

His political careor was a shormy
one from the start. From the position
of office boy in a Buffale law ofice he
hecame asaistant prosecuting attorney,
then sheriff, then governor of his state
and a quick elevation to the presi
dency of the natlon. In every publle
posltion he held he was aggressive and
antagonizged his party leaders and as-
soclates. He quarreled with his party
leaders during his first term as presi-
dent and was nominated for a re-elec-
tlon in face of the protests of a very
considerable faction of democracy.
After suffering defeat for re-election
in 1888 he was the choice of the dem-
ocrats of the country for a third nom-
ination In 1882, in apite of the unani-
mous opposition of the New York dem-
ocrats and of the democrats who had
populistic tendencies. His election
followed and “his second term, marked
by some events writ large on the pages
of natlonal history, closed with him
at outs with his party on almost every
issue before the people.
Time has demonstrated
Cleveland’'s quarrels with his  party
leaders” was due to the fact that he
waAgE bigger than his party and many
years in advance of it in matters that
vitally concerned the whole people,
Essentially honest, and arriving at
conclusions by a laborious process, he
wns doggedly persistent and courage-
ous in maintaining his conviction, al-
lowing no thought of policy or future
resulta to sway him from the perfor-
mance of his duty as he saw 1t.  Ab-
solutely Indifferent to the warnings of
his friends or the assaults of his ene-
mies, he followed what he considered
to be the rlght course, regardless of |
personal results.

ernment. The limit of patience has
apparently been reached and measures
more vigorous than diplomatic ex-
changes may be employed unless the
Venezuelan president and dictator
agrees to a prompt and satisfactory
adjustment of the claime held by thle
country.

The closing of the legation and the
return to this country of the American
minister and all the members of his
staff {8 not necessarily a hostile act,
but it i# the customary preliminary
when (frictlon between two govern-
ments becomes &0 pronounced a8 to

to the furtherance of leglglation which
he concelved to be right., In his sec-
ond term he called a speclal sessipn for
the repeal of the Sherman silver pur-|
chasing act and made the first real
step toward the establishment of the
gold standard, a work which was
finally concluded by a republican con-
gress. He taught England, In  his
Venezuelanr message In  December,
15895, that the Monroe doctrine means
gomething, and in that message intro-
duced America Into the list of world
POWErs.
